Out of a number of such annual events we would 
choose two which are of particular interest to archi- 
tects and planners and to which both laymen and 
professionals have come to look for guidance and 
assistance. 

The Council for the Preservation of Rural England 
was founded only twenty-six years ago, but the extent 
of its present activities and the measure of it as a 
power in the land is not indicated by time alone 
Its constituent bodies now numbering forty-six, 
cover all shades of opinion and all kinds of activity 
and, even though some may be slight, bring expert 
support and knowledge to bear on the problems which 
the Council have to consider. The actual admini- 
strative and local propaganda work is now handled by 
forty branches and committees and there are some 
168 bodies officially affiliated to the Council In- 
cidentally some of the branches issue their own 
annual reports ; a notable one, just to hand, is that of 
the Sheffield and Peak District Branch. 

The Annual Report of the CPRE ranges over many 
subjects that have concerned the Council during the 
past year. Many of these seem to be hardy annuals, 
the cultivation or destruction of which can only be a 
matter of time or, at the worst, be partial through 
compromise. For example one, which ha 
commented upon from time to time in these colu 
is that of the excessive amount of land held by 
Service Departments.

grazing grounds for upland stock. Though the 
Services have withdrawn from a few places, it is 
interesting to note that the CPRE has had some 
fifteen other cases under consideration often to the 
extent of making representations to the Government. 

Encroachments of aerodromes, quarries, electricity 
undertakings and waste products on farm land, 
national parks, foreshores and rivers occupy a very 
large part of the Annual Report. Some of the actions 
taken have eased the issues, some continue and some 
have fallen upon stoney ground, even to abortive 
conclusions. What is all this worth ? 

Only a small proportion of the population of 
Britain are yet aware of these activities ; the whole 
of the central organization works on the extraordinary 
small expenditure (1951) of about £6,300 and has a 
deficiency this year of just over £200. The return 
to this country cannot be calculated, it must be many 
a thousand-fold even if only in the spheres of amenity- 
protection for an ever-growing community. Yet an 
amalgamation of private and professional bodies 
foots the bill without a penny being subscribed by a 
single Government Department, unless the Treasury 
be excepted by virtue of its rebate on taxation for 
registered charitable organizations. Probably only 
in this threatened “ green and pleasant land ” could 
such a system be found. 

And now the CPRE considers its financial position 
to be precarious ; its work increases, its overheads go 
up ; to meet the situation, it requires another 4,000 
members, at an annual subscription of a guinea or 
more—otherwise it must restrict its work. If a

The roof of the Assembly Hall is finished with Tentest 
and copper carried on steel trusses. 

The most interesting constructional feature of this 
school is the use of precast-prestressed concrete roof 
beams. The beams are at 6 foot centres, carried on 
load-bearing brick walls, and these beams carry channel 
reinforced wood wool roofing slabs which are finished 
with screed and three layers of roofing felt. All walls 
are plastered with the exception of the corridors, 
lavatories and the Entrance Hall where concrete bricks 
with flush joints have been used. Plastic tiles have been 
ised in the classroom and corridor floors with com- 
position wood block floors in the Assembly Hall and 
Dining Room. The lavatory floors are finished with 
granolithic and the Kitchen floor is tiled. 

The hot water heating boilers each rated at 400,000 
B.T.U.s serve the heating and the domestic hot water 
service. The boilers are thermostatically controlled and 
are fitted with automatic stokers. An overhead mono- 
rail with pulley block and skip is provided to transport 
the coal from the fuel store, the skip unloading directly 
into the hoppers of the stokers. 

The heating is by a floor heating system with coils 
manufactured from tin and 3in diameter M.S. Tubes 
embedded in the concrete slab. The actual floor 
temperature does not exceed 75 F. It has been found 
in practice that this system requires about I0 per cent 
less fuel than a conventional hot water heating system 
with radiators.

VARIOUS FORMS OF SHELL ROOFING 


(IVD THEIR APPLICATION

HE problem of covering large areas using the mini- 

mum of intermediate supporting members is one 
which has appealed to architects and engineers for cen- 
turies, and the varying solutions to this problem have 
resulted in some of the world’s most exciting buildings in 
all ages, from the dome of St. Peter’s Cathedral in Rome 
to the rectangular shell concrete domes at the rubber 
factory at Brynmawr in South Wales. Many materials have 
been used for large span roofing in recent years including 
structural steel, aluminium, timber and reinforced con

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hangars at Orly in France designed by Freyssinet, with a 
span of 320ft and a rise of 195ft. In this case the stressed 
skin shell structure was complete in itself, as it commenced 
at ground level and left only the open ends to be filled in. 
The corrugations were not curved but formed by straight 
surfaces. 

Of more general application is the shell curved in two 
directions on a square or rectangular plan, in dome form 
Figure 6 shows one of the nine shell domes covering the 
main production floor of the Brynmawr factory. Each 
dome 1s 90ft x 70ft and 3in thick, stiffened by reinforced 
concrete lattice girders along the four sides which provide

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erected with a concrete thickness of 34in. These shells 
are complete enclosures as they start at ground level and 
form in one monolithic unit both walls and roof of 
the structure. By this means all the loads of the struc- 
ture are transferred to the ground by the dome itself, 
offering an entirely new form of zsthetic expression by 
reason of the combination of the space enclosing skin and 
the structural element of the building. 

It is clear that from practical considerations as well as 
esthetic considerations shell concrete construction has 
many advantages over the more traditional methods of 
building with reinforced concrete, in certain cases. It must 
be stressed, however, that shell construction must not be 
regarded as the universal solution to all roofing problems 
Like all other building techniques it must be used with 
intelligence, and the limitations as well as the advantages 
of the technique must be considered. 

One of the advantages in its favour with the present 
steel shortage is the economical use of steel, for generally 
a shell concrete structure uses only about two-fifths of the 
steel required for a comparable building designed for 
structural steel. The clean, unbroken lines of all forms of 
concrete shell construction have a great deal to commend 
them from the point of appearance, and the considerable 
reduction of self weight achieved by the use of concrete 
shells assists in the reduction of structural dimensions 
throughout a building, resulting in an all-round saving of 
both space and material. 

Where plan forms allow the repetition of standard simple 
curved roofing shapes, or where functional requirements 
demand large uninterrupted open spaces with the 
minimum of support, suitable architectural solutions can 
be provided by the use of concrete shells. Where light 


reflecting and unbroken internal roof surfaces are desirable 
as in some industrial buildings, barrel vaults or other shell 
roofing forms can be used to considerable advantage. 
Shell concrete construction is undoubtedly one of the most 
important developments in reinforced concrete of recent 
years, and is already having a considerable influence on 
the developing character of modern architecture, in the 
same way as the original introduction of reinforced con- 
crete as a structural material influenced contemporary 
architecture in its early formative years, after the 1914-18 
war. It gives the imaginative designer greater freedom 
than ever before, making open planning, and wide spans 
economically possible and encouraging the use of curved 
shapes and surfaces both internally and externally. These 
points are clearly shown in the illustrations of modern 
buildings used in this paper. 

Modern building techniques are generally complicated 
and involve close collaboration between the architect and 
the engineer. This is a matter of particular importance 
in relation to shell concrete construction, for the proper 
design of such structures requires intricate calculations by 
the engineer. It is, therefore, essential that collaboration 
between architect and engineer should commence when the 
design of a building incorporating shell concrete construc- 
tion is at the earliest stages of its conception and design.
